In three Kentucky counties- 
Christian, Daviess and McCrack- 
eu — where option elections were 
held yesterday the "wets" scored 
in every instance over tbe «drys» 
by majorities ranging from 600 
to 700 votes. 

In Daviess the county outside 
the city of Owensboro went dry 
by 300 votes while in tbe city 
the "wets" bad a majority of 
952. 

McCracken county, outside of 
the city, gave the "dryB" a ma- 
jority of 607 while the city of 
Paducah gave tbe -'wets" a ma- 
jority of 1,391. 

In Christian county the "wets" 
majority was 586. The result 
was a surprise to tbe anti-saloon 
men who believe they wonld be 
able to cut down the vote of the 
liquor forces in the cities of Hop- 
kinsville and Pembroke, Both 
of these cities went "wet," the 
latter by a close margin, 

In Daviess county where vic- 
tory had been expected by the 
"wets" tbe advocates of licensed 
saloons, following announcement 
of tbe vote, paraded the street 
headed by the Third Regiment 
Band. Cheering crowds greeted 
the marchers in the business 
trict where the saloons are 
cated but when the paradere 
traversed the residential thoro- 
fares they were hissed and jeer- . 
ed. 

The "drys" in McCracken 
county announced as soon as the 
result was known that they 
would be ready three years hence 
to dispute the right of licensed 
saloons to do business in the, 
couuty or the city of Paducab.

President Supports Railroads in 

Their Plea For Assistance 



"Glad to Call Attention of the Country to Imperative Need 
That Railroad Credit Be Sustained. 



Washington. - Pieaident Wilson 
sent a letter to Frank Trumbell, 
chairman of the ChesapeAk & Ohio 
And Missouri. Kansas A Texas rail- 
ways, as spokesman for the railroad 
presidents who called At the White 
House, promising the co-operation 
of the Administration in whatever 
assistance Is possible in the present 
railroad crises. 

The president's letter to Frank 
Trumbull is as follows: 
"Dear Mr. Trumbull : 

"Since you read it to me yesterday 
I have read again the statement you 
male on behalf of the railroad pres- 
idents whom I bad the pleasure o> 
meeting aud conferring with at my 
office. It is a luold statement of 
plain truth. You asked me to call 
the attention of the country to the 
imperative need ttiat railroad credit 
be sustained, aud the railroads 
helped In every possible way, wheth 
•r by private co-aperativo help or 
by the action, wherever feasible, of 
of Governmental agencies and I am 
glad to do so, because I think the 
need very real. I cannot say that 
I entertain any deep anxiety about 
the matter, except, of course a gen- 
eial anxiety caused by the unpre- 
cedented situation of the money 
markets of the world; because the 
interest of the producer, the shipper 
the merchant, the investor, the fi- 
nancier, And the whole public, has 



in the proper maintenance and com- 
plete efficiency of the rall- 
ways is too manifest. They are In- 
dispensable to our whole economlo 
life, and railway securities are at 
the very heart of most ivestments, 
large and small, public and private, 
hv individuals and by institutions. 
I am confident that there will be 
aotive And earnest co-operation In 
this matter, perhaps the one com- 
mon Interest of our whole industrial 
life. Undoubtedly, both men In and 
out of offloiAl position will Appre- 
ciate what is involved, and will 
lend their aid wherever it is possi- 
ble for them to lend it. 

"But the emergency is, in fact, 
extraordinary, and where there is 
manifest common Interest we ought 
all of us to speak out in its behalf, 
aud I am glad to join with you In 
calling attention to It. This Is the 
time for all to stand together In 
united effort to comprehend every 
interest aud sustain It m every le- 
gitimate way. 

"The laws must speak plainly and 
effectively against whatever ia 
wrong or against the puDlic inter- 
est, and these laws must be observ- 
ed; for the rest and within the 
sphere of legitimate enterprise we 
must all stand as one to see justice 
done and all fair assistance render- 
ed and rendered ungrudgingly.

Tubscco Growers, Look. 
Considerable quantities of tobac- 
co stems have long be exported to 
Germany aud other parts of Europe 
where they are often used in the 
manufacture of low-grade smoking 
tobacco aud as a source of nicotine. 
Should the demand of Europe for 
American Tobacco stems cease, 
these stems, which contain large 
quantities of plant food, especially 
potash, may be used to good advan- 
tage by the Amencau grower of to- 
bacco as fertilizer. Soil fertilized 
by these stems, secured from the 
cigar aud tobacco factories and 
stt-iiimeries, will produce leat tobac- 
co of better burning qualities and 
textures. Tobacco stems as for till, 
zer should be applied In smaller 
quantities thau mauure, because 
they coutaiu larger quantities of the 
constituents which feed the plant, 
according to the Department Agri- 
culture's tobacco specialists. Two 
tous per acre of "seed stems" (stems 
from olrar factories) or 2 1-2 tous of 
"Kentucky stems" (stems from the 
tobacco factories and stemmerles) 
are knows to give good remits In 
New England aud, so far as ttvmla- 
able, these stems will undoubtedly 
luu.isha very satisfactory source 
of potash, as well as other plant 
foods, in other tobacco seotious.

London (by mail) — Food is 
cheap in Great Brita'n aud in 
some cases prices are actually 
below those ruling before w.r 
was declared, The Uovernnipnl 
is reaolating the price of all es 
tential eatables and every few 
days a list is published -bowing 
the maximum price which a re- 
tail store may charge. Sugar is 
perhaps the most expensive com 
tnodity at this time, the price 
fixed being approximately 8:ts 
a pound as against 6cts before the 
wai began. Fish is somewhat 
more expensive, too, on account 
of the restrictions in the North 
Sea where disas r ers to shipping 
due to mines hasuunerved flfher- 
men. 

Fruit is rotting in the markets 
in the first place Eugland enjoy- 
ed a bumper fruit crop, and ow- 
oh to the high price of sugar 
housewives are unable to pre- 
serve their usual complement. A 
few pennies will buy a basket of 
first class fruit in London. 

8moked fish is cheap. Great 
Biitian smokes millions of her 
rings every year aud tons of these 
fiah are anonally exported. These 
are now on the market in vast 
uanities. 
Meat is little above normal 
quotations. Cereals are practi- 
cally unchanged in price com- 
pared with those obtaining be- 
fore the war commenced. 

Restaurants have not advanced 
their prices. 

Should a retail store charge 
above those allowed by the gov- 
ernment figures, the stores are 
Biezed by the official?. 

Dairy products are cheap and 
have not advanced in price.

DISAPPEARING 



The wooden passenger car is 
going rapidly out of commission. 
It is being superseded by the 
steel car. which is more lasting 
and which is a safer medium of 
travel. 

Railway statistics show that 
only a little over 3% of the pas- 
senger cars built dnring the year 
1913 were of wooden construc- 
tion. All railroads must be 
equipped with steel postal cars 
by 1915, and iu a few years the 
wooden coach will be seen on 
few, if any, roads. Ou J-an.-'l, 
1909, there were ouly 629 steel 
passenger cars iu service. On 
Jan. 1, 1913, the number had in- 
creased to 7,271. On the same 
date 8.296 steel under-frame cars 
were in service as compared with 
678 ou Jan. 1, 1909. 

The substitution of steel for 
wood iu the coustructiou of put- 
senger coacher is very costly to 
railroad?. Steel cars cost some- 
thing like $18,000 a car. They 
last louger, however, aud are less 
susceptible to injury. They also 
inspire coutidonce in the travel- 
ing public— Louisville Uourier- 
Jourual.

Collina Says Thare Is Only One Real 
Master, Ed Walsh. 

In the American Magazine Eddie Col- 
Una of tbe Philadelphia Athletics 
writes about 'TMtchers I Have Faced." 
Following la a part of what be has to 
aay about Eddie Walsh, whom be re- 
garde as the beat spltbaU pitcher: 

"Walsh la tbe only real master of 
tbe spltball I know of. He was the 
first absolutely to perfect and control 
it Moat spltball pitchers are wild, 
end they bave trouble especially to 
make their spitter a strike and usually 
have to resort to tbe fast one, bnt not 
Walsh. Many times I bave seen him 
give a batter three balls and no strikes, 
and then three snitters would go swish- 
In* across the plate knee high, and tbe 
batter would sit down, Walsh Invari- 
ably alms his spitter at one spot on a 
batter-namely, between the waist and 
the knees. I have never seen a good 
spitter that broke above the waist 

"Walsh was not a pitcher I dreaded 
to. bit against, because it was never a 
battle of wits. You always knew what 
to look for -tbe spitter. It was sure to 
be in the same place— waist to shoe 
tops— and it was not like the spitters of 
some pitchers, at your bend one minute 
nnd at your feet tbe next In spite of 
this it was mighty hard to bit safely. 
Although there was almost a foot 
break on Walsh's spltball. Sullivan, 
who always caught him. said he could 
do It sitting in a rocking chair, bis con- 
trol was so perfect" 



GOLD BRICK BUILDINGS. 



Skyacrapers, New York Finds, Are Not 
a Paying Proposition. 

In New York's skyscraper belt where 
the buildings run from one to fifty-five 
floors, their average height is nnder 
six stories and a half. Only half a 
dozen skyscrapers in all the city may 
fairly be called beautiful, though a 
larger number are admirable feats of 
engineering. 

All the more noteworthy, then, is the 
calculation of the secretary of New 
York's height of buildings commission 
that allowing for depreciation, tbe 
skyscraper's investment return is but 
2% per cent Nor does this class of 
edifice profit the community more than 
the individual. The cost In light and 
air Lb supplemented by tbe fact that 
skyscrapers burst sewers with their 
outflow and force the city to Install a 
high pressure system for fire fighting. 

One often bears arguments against 
the construction of high buildings 
based upon aesthetics. Tbe most ap- 
pealing argument is likely to prove 
that of dollars and cents. Unless as 
an advertising proposition (which need 
not greatly concern us) skyscrapers 
don't pay. New York has found this 
out rather expensively. The results of 
the experiment are respectfully refer- 
red to all those growing cities In 
which, aa a matter of local pride, sky- 
scraper construction is now so 
ly proposed. — New York Tribune.

"At Amleus, August 27, I saw 70 
British wounded, all shot iu arma 
or legs, yet with oue exception able 
to get arouud without asaiatauoe. 
With weapons used lu tbe Civil 
War. meu slmilary wounded would 
bave beeu incapacitated several 
daya or weeke. Modern weapoue 
do uot seem to have" auythlug like 
a* aerioue eitsot.
